149,732 wounded ; and 3,754 prisoners. Australia had 413,453 enlist- 
nents; 51,530 deaths ; 152,171 wounded ; and 4,084 prisoners. New 
Zealand had 227,325 entistmenta: 16,136 deaths; 40.729 wounded ; 
and 502 prisonors, India had 1,679,416 enlistments; 61,398 deaths: 
70,859 wounded; and 11,070 prisoners, South Africa had 136,373 entist- 
ntonts ; Newfoundland 9,869 enlistmonts; and cther Colonies 135,337.

CHINESE CHAMBER 
OF COMMERCE. 


The Trade Depression and 
the House Tax. 


A meeting was held at the 
Chinese General Chamber of 
Commerce yesterday afternoon to 
pass the annual report and 
accounts, Hon. Mr. Lau Chu-pak 
presided over a moderate aitend- 
ance. 

Before ‘proceeding with the 
business of the meeting, the 
Chairman offered his congratula- 
tions on behalf of the Chamber to 
the Hon. Mr. Chau Siu-ki on his 
recent appointment as Chinese re- 
presentative on the Legislative 
Council,.and-to the newly-appoint-, 
ed Justices of the Peace. 

Mr. Chau Siu-ki expressed his 
thanks. ~ ay 

The Chairman announced that 
the new premises of the Chamber 
ef Commerce, Nos. 64 and 65 Con- 
naught Road Central, would soon 
be ready for oceupation, the pre- 
sent buildings having been -sold 
last year, The new premises 
would be reconstructed, the neces- 
sury plans having been obtained: 
The Chamber of Commerce,. said 
Mr. Lau Chu-pak, was gradually 
progressing, and he felt sure that 
members could not have failed to 
observe its present prosperous 
cendition, 

‘Dealing with the reports of the 
different lines of business during 
the year under review, Mr. Lau 
Chu-pak said that business had 
not been satisfactory, the local 
{rade depression being similar to 
that all over the world, The 
situation had been brought about 
by’ a variety of reasons, i.e, the 
famine in North China, the ‘des- 
truction caused in South China by 
the army of General Chan 
Kwing-ming © in ousting the 
Kwangsi Governor from Canton, 
the labour unrest throughout the 
world, which conduced to reduce 
the producing capacity. of the 
country and had a serious effect, 
on trade, the consequent 
stringency of the money market 
and the fluctuations of exchange. 
Up to the present there had been 
no improvement in Hongkong’s 
trade. The trade outlook in the 
‘interior of China was particularly 
gloomy, this being due to the 
absence of a united and sound ad- 
ministration,-which resulted in the 
present chaotic state of affairs in 
China, under which trade could 
not possibly be expected to thrive. 

Bad as this might have been, it 

wae not the most serlous out- 


“goods, | 


speaker, it could not go ahead. 
There were conceited officiala in 
China who were prone to condemn 
the merchants and business men 
2s unreliable and-being devoid of 
integrity and honesty. This was 
rather sweeping criticism, for 
many classes of people were in- 
cluded in the category of traders, 
such as farmers,: who were 
responsible: for. the  agricul- 
tural products in the markets, 
scientists and specialists, who 
introduced inventions, ete., ‘with- 
out whom a nation could hardly 
exist. There was always a tanta- 
mount relation between these 
people and the officials, which was 
often apt to be overlooked and 
forgotten. _ All classes of men 
were equally important, because 
without the traders the Govern- 
ment would have no revenue, 
without Government protection 
business would not be safe, with- 
cut labourers there-would be no 
It was. of the utmost 
importance that this relation 
should be maintained, and in- 
creased. The time had come 
when it was absolutely necessary 
for the Chinese officials to discard 
their prejudice against people of 
an inferior station of life and to 
rid themselves of their wish to 
acquire aggrandisement in in- 
fluence and ‘wealth. Officials 
should give the matter their 
reflection and make tangible 
efforts to achieve unity in China 
which was go imperative if it was 
to go ahead as the ‘other nations 
were doing, . : 

The Chairman deplored the lack 
of members at meetings of the 
Chamber of Commerce. He re- 
gretted to notice sometimes -the 
absence of membens who actually 
sought the Chamber's assistance. 

Mr. Lau Chu-pak urged mem- 
bers to give their support to the 
Chamber’s organ, the Chinese 
Commercial News, the operation of 
which during the last two years 
entailed a loss of about $7,000, 
The Chinese Commercial News 
published all the advertisements 
of the Chinese Chamber of Com- 
merce, and thus the above was 
nearly “aquared.” © Mr, Lau also 
urged the members to. refrain 
from disputing with the editorial 
staff of the. Chinese Commercial 
News when they had any dis- 
agreement with the journal, but to

“Han Tui Chih has said, “A 
tripod is net to prep a carriage nor 
a horse to keep watch at the door,” 
So it is with men that if one is 
not employed according to one’s 
ability, both the omplover and the 
employed will’ meet with disaster. 
It is unnecessary to depict the un- 
fortunate condition of the Repub- 
lican regime in . China to-day. But 
this condition is due not to the Re- 
publican Government itself; it is 
due ‘to the fact that those re- 
sponsible for the administration of 
the Government have not been 
competent persons. 

“At the beginning of the Re- 
public the helm of government was 
held by Yuan Shih-kai, a man who 
even under & monarchical regime 
would have.played the role of 
Wang Mang or Tung Cho. That 
he should betray the Republic en- 
trusted to him was therefore a 


pride yourself as following in the 
‘footsteps of Yuan Shih-kai and 
‘perhaps some eritics would put 


!you in the same catevzory. How-* 


Lever, 10 be impartial, Yuan. was a 
villainous hero in disturbed times, 
whereas you can be only. a common- 
place oflicial in peacoful times. 
Had you been born a few-scores of 
years earlier, you might perhaps 
have come up to the rank of a Tu 
Shou-tien or a Chi Chin-tsao and 
maintain some reputatim by your 
conversation and = manners in 
court. 

“Unfortunately for vou, you are 
placed in times unsuitable to you, 
That is the reason why the Ching 
Dynasty fell when you stoad in its 
court, and why Yuan Shih-kai feil 
when you stood in his evurt. The 
world ud future generations may 
perhaps deem you to he an ill 
omened person. But io do you 
Justice you might not have intend- 
ed to profit by these calamities and 
cisasters, Nevertheless you can- 
not escape’ your share of the re- 
sponsibility, As minister in an 
absolute monarehy, you ¢:d not 
make any display of ability; what 
can be expected of you in taking 
up the heavy burden of the Re- 
public of China. Of the principles 
of republican government, you 
have never made a study and how 
China can be best administered in 
u real democratic vay is beyond 
your comprehension. Neverthe- 
less you blindly accepted this res- 
ponsibility and were unmindful of 
its seriousness. It is no wonder 
that the country is plunyed into 
danger. 

“Teverybody knows that the rea- 
son for the rettenness of the gov- 
ernment of China to-day lies in the 
brazen. licence of arrogant sol- 
diers, truculont commanders, 
greedy ministers, and corrupt ser- 
vants, who have been hatched un- 
der the wings of Yuan Shih-kai. 
To-day. you rely on their protec- 
tion and obey their commands. Jn 
the 6th year of the Republic (1917) 
when the constitution of the Re- 
public was violated, you were at 
Dientsin and participated in the 
traitorous conspiracy of the 
Tuchuns,. This-is clear evidence 
of your relying on their protection. 
In the %th year (1918) there was 
the iilogal.generdl election. Nomin- 
ally you were honoured, but in 


‘your 


the Tuchuns. From.beginning to 
em] you weve undcr their absolute 
control and dared net make a mur- 
mur. This is clear evidence of 
your obedience to their commands. 
“At present there is the Mongo- 
lian insurrection which is in faet 
incited by ‘a certcin party and is 
connected’ with the restoration of 
thea Manchu monarchy. Rumour 
hag it that you have taken part in 
the movement. But those who 
know you are awaré of the fact 
that you lack such courage and 
that you are only pursuing your 
old tactics in following inthe weke 
cf others snd in sharing their suc- 
cess and repudiating failure. 
With such methods did you once 
ruin’ the lute Ching Dynasty, the 
second time rein Yuan Shih-kai, 
any may new the third time ruin 
the Republic of China. Although 
this may not trouble your con- 
science, the people of the nation, 
however, having sense and spirit, 
cannot possibly tolerate your 
doings and have consequently 
risen to rescue the Republic from 
destruction at your hands. 
“Hereafter the . Republic. of 
China is placed in the bosom of 
the entire body of citizens and the 
responsibility of reconstruction of 
the Republic is borne on their 
shoulders. In the selection of the 
publi¢ servants only those are 
chosen who are loyal to Republi- 
canism and hence know the prin- 
ciples of republican government 
and will ‘not commit any. double- 
dealing. I am now elected to fill 
the vacancy of chief magistrate, 
Limited though my abilities are, 
yet I will not suffer the Republic 
to exist in name only and without 
reality and perhaps gradually to 
lose even its name, Having re- 
ceived the great trust from my 
follow-citizens I will exert my ut- 
most to establish in the world a 
real Republic of China. : 
“You should now be alive to the 
facts-of the present situation. You 
are already aware that your title 
to the presidency fs not legal and 
also conscious that you cannot do 
good to the Republic of China but 
cn the contrary can only do her 
harm. You shotld this very day 
retire from office .in order to 
epologizé to your fellow’ citizens,

original Wilson supporters. “Is 
it tragedy when the Woolworth 
Tower is for. an hour in the 
morning. hidden by vague and 
uncerta.n mista? It is a tragedy 
for me, as I.stand on the corner of 
John Street and try to make out 
its majestic and inspiring outline. 
But is it a tragedy for the Wool- 
worth Tower?” 

Mr. Dodge's spirit of belief and 
hopefulness was 'shered by ull the 
other speakers, among’ whom 
‘very Mesars. John Drinkwater. 
Frank Polk, Herbert 8. Houston, 


and Franklin D, Roosevelt, 


“We have'seen tho recumbent 
figures of crusaders in, churches 
abroad,” said Mr. Polk. "Their 
names.do not matter. It is tte 
cause they stood. for which 


‘| matters, We are hore to think 


how to keep alive the things 
Woodrow Wilson stood for.” 

Mr. Drinkwater referred to the 
new conception of the war's real 
meaning which Woodrow Wilson 
had brought to ‘the Allies at a 
time when divided counsels and 
personal considerations — had 


“Tbozun to darken the pure flames’ 


with which they had entered the 
struggle. ‘ 

“For a politipal leader to be 
able to keep his finger always on 
the pulse of popular’ approval,” 
he said, “is considered a great 
achievement. Now and then 
comes & man who uses a different 
method, and -history shows that 
success, though temporarily de- 
layed, is just as likely to crown 
ais efforts, 

“Men who have: the cap- 
acity for judging hunian relations‘ 
do not care. as a rule, for political 
office. Look over the lives of tha 
acknowledged one hundred great 
ten of history and see what a 
small number ever gave any time 
to executive political work, When 
you do-find such a man you will 
find that he generally brings to 
his work nothing in itself new, 
but only some idea which Poets 
and philosphers have already con- 
ceived. The great thing is that 
he proceeds to translate that 
‘idea into terms of ordinary daily 
life. Thon it is that things which 
were collapsing are strengthened, 
and broken ideals are restored. 
That, to my mind, is what Mr. 
Wilson did.” -. 

TO RAISE ENDOWMENT FUND. 

The meeting decided to raise 
an endowment fund which shall 
annually award a prize to who- 
ever during the preceding yoar 
shall have contributed most to 
forwarding the political -and 
humanitarian ideals fore which 
Mr, Wilson stood.

Much publicity has been given 
in the newspapers of the con- 
versation reported to have taken 
place between Dr. C. H. Wang, 
-who is on his way to attend the, 
Conference for the Revision. of 
the. Covenant of the League of 
Nations, states a Peking report. 
Dr. Wang is reported to have 
declared, that China has three 
enomies, namely, Article 21 of 
the Covenant of the League of 
Nations, the Anglo-Japanese 
Alliance and the Lansing-Ishii 
Note, and to have made further 
comments uponthem. According 
to a wel:-known publicist, Dr, 
Weng’s comments must have 
been made in private conversation 
or else showed the opinion pro- 
bably held by some foreign friend 
or adviser who happened to be 
travelling with him. 


HAS INDIVIDUAL VIEWS, 


His comments could not be held 
to express the views. of the 
Chinese Government. As the 
fundamental principle of the 
Covenant of the League of 
Nations is to maintain peace and 
order in the world no one should 
criticise it by laying undue em- 
phasis. upon the interests of any 
one nation. Moreover, the Com- 
mission for the revision of the 
Covenant is paying more atten-

Tho Harbour Master (Lieut. fh 


C. Hake, R.N.R,) notifies. in the. 
Government Gazette certain 
safety precautions, for the protec- 
tion of lifé and property ‘in the 
harbour during.typhoon weather. 
These state :— P 

When there are immediate 
prospects of the weather condi- 
tions becoming so bad as to place 
the native craft in the Harbour in 
danger of being unable to make 
shelter on their own accduntt, o 
Red Ensign will be hoisted at the 
‘Harbour Office indicating that 
two naval tugs will be available 
to assist to. tow such craft. to 
shelter. ; 

These naval tugs will fly the 


Red Ensign at the masthead and | 


will proceed down to the. central 
and southern Fairways to the 
limit of the shipping, and all 
mercantile or private craft which 
desire to avail themselves of a 
tow to shelter should be ready 
with their ropes to be taken in 
tow as the tugs return. 

All craft. will be towed tow ards 
Yaumati Refuge. - 

If the wind is blowing from the 
onstward, assistance ‘to the 
shipping at the western end of the 
Harbour wil) be rendered firat. 

Native craft are not to depend 
on these Tugs entirely but should 
endeavour to make sholter on 
their own account, as early ‘as 
possible. mas 

The naval tugs will be used 
only in emergency, during the 
hours of daylight, and on no 
account will they be used for this 
work after dark. ° 

No: responsibility for damage 
done during towage will be taken 
by the Government or by the 
Naval Authorities.

An Interesting Situation. 


There is at present a boom in 
property values, especially in the 
business part of the Colony. 
Proporties have focently changed 
hands at figures Which have stag- 
gered, For instance, as wo have 
alroady recorded, Victoria Buitd- 
ing was sold at $36 per squre foot, 
the Alexandra Cafe Building ad- 
joining the sone Hotel at 

- $50. per square foot, although the 
Wiseman’s Cafe building. only 
fetched a faw days prior to the 
salo of the Cafe building, $38 per 
square foot. 


Whether or not most of the 
present-day purchases of property 
are investements or mere specula- 


hazard a view, for while some are 
decidedly speculative, there are 
others that have been prompted 
by the lack of accommodation 
for businesses in the Colony. 
There ig said is be a lot of ‘spare 
money about at present, owing to 

. the slump in trade and exchange, 
and this is said to be a favourable 
opportunity for Chinese abroad to 
inveat their savings in their own 
country. 


We interviewed yesterday a 
Gentleman interested in the real 
estato business-and he said that 
properties are being sold more 
freely now than’ during the War. 
The price of land is higher 
to-day than it was in 1914, and it 
will continue to go higher. 
.. Continuing, he- said: ‘There 
will be no stopping this, Values 
must go on fncreasing. There i is 
always a slump after evory-rise, 
’ When there is a boom there is 
always a reaction, but the next 
‘boom is greater than the previous 
one, The same law operates in 
the case of shares or any com- 
-‘modity.”” - 


“What is the reason for the 
- present boom in — properties?” 
‘There is justification for the 
“dnoreased values, Land is dearer 
- and building. costs much more 
"today than three years ago, 
“Again, the demand is groater than 
he-supply. You talk about high

‘They all want 
ground floors, ‘There is increased 
demand for space.in the business 
part of the Colony and all this 
helps to bring about a boom in 
land.” 


“Is it safe to presume that the 
increase in land values since 1914 
approximates about 25 to 30 per 
cent, ?” enquired our interviewer.

‘Do you believe there is much 
more money in the market just 
now,” 


“Yes, certainly. Over swenty 
million dollars have come into the 
Colony during the last three or 
four months, - All the shares have 
gone up. The Chinese banks 
are advancing, on shares, All 
this money that the Chin- 
ese banks ‘is advancing has 
come from Chinese in the 
Straits Settlements, the United 
States of America and Kwang- 
tung. When trade is bad money 
is not employed.” “Are there 
any signs of abatement in the 
land boom?” 


“T do not think so. It is etill 
going strong. Propertieg are 
changing hands in the Chinese 
part of’ the Colony every day. 
The weekly transactions must be 
running into millions of dollars.”

Missionary Union and its position 
has been lifted up from that of 
indebtedness to’ one of carefully 
managed financea and expert 
supervision. 

The ‘Report of the Board of 
Directors states that the 85th 
year of the Canton Hospital has 
been one of the best in its history. 
The number of in-pationts, 2,339, 
in exceeded only by the number 
of the provious yoar. They came 
from 15 of the 18 provinces, fror 
Manchuria, Hongkong and 
.Macao. Genorous subscriptions 
‘have been received, as in former 
years, from foreign residents and 
business firms. 
crease of nearly 300 per cent. 
in Chinese contributions, mak- 
of $18,275. This 
amount received ‘ from 1.300 
individuals indicates the increas- 
ing interest of the Chinese in the 
Hospita! and the work. The 
details of the work of the year 
thay be learned from the reports 
of the various departments. The 
most marked advance is in the 
department of Eye, Ear, Nose 
and Throat under Dre, Hayes and 
Boyd. The new readiness on the 
part of the.Chinese to take pre- 
ventative treatment is in marked 
contrast to earlier days. when 
patients only came. in the last 
stages of a disease.

the income for the year waa $83,- 
488 (a record) and having paid a 
well-deserved compliment to the 
hard-working business manager, 
Mr. J. W. Banbury, goes on ‘to 
romark that this is the fourth year 
of the Canton Medical Mission- 
ary Union. It took over the care 
of the Canton Hospital when it 
was in debt and threatened with 
bankruptcy. It has corried. on 
the work under adverac war.con- 
ditions, The yearly budget has 
been almost doubled. The entire 
working staff of the Institution is 
now 128, which is about double 
that of 1916. The number of in- 
patients last year showed an in- 
crease of more than 5U per cent. 
over that of 1915. Yet the fact 
remaius that the expectations in 
the organisation of the Union 
have not been realised. Only a 
few missions have taken part in 
in the Union and no mission is in

‘leaves them without any provision 
for medical education, The Can- 
ton Medical Miesionary Union, 
as now. constituted,.is not in a 
position to assume responsibility 
for the large financial outlay and 
the increase of staff necessary to 
meet these needs;
